Claims 

Claims 4, 5, 9 and 10 were objected to as being dependent upon a 
1 5 rejected base claim, but otherwise allowable if rewritten in independent form. 
Without acquiescing in the grounds for rejection and to expedite prosecution. 
Applicant represents dependent claim 4 as independent claim 1 and represents 
dependent claim 9 as independent claim 6. 

Further, the subject matter of objected to dependent claims 4 and 9 is 
20 now presented in independent method claim 1 1 . Specifically, claim 1 1 now 
recites "wherein the vane outer airfoil surface comprises a continuous convex 
shape and the vane inner airfoil surface includes a planar section adjacent the 
vane leading edge". Applicant respectfully submits that independent claim 1 1 is 
allowable for at least the same reasons as dependent claims 4 and 9.
